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Is There Any Way 
Back From Hell?

The first occurrence of a word 
in Scripture is often of rare inter- 
est and usually of great impor- 
tance. This is true in relation to 
one of the most wonderful words 
in the Christian vocabulary. We 
are thinking of the word, Hallelu- 
jah! It is interesting to notice that 
the first time the word appears 
in both Old and New Testaments 
is in connection with God's pun- 
ishment of sinners. We find it 
first at the conclusion of the 104th 
Psalm. In our translation it is, 
“Praise ye the Lord,” but in the 
original it is one word, “Hallelu- 
jah!’ In Psalm 104:35 we read, 
“Let the sinners be consumed out 
of the earth, and let the wicked 
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be no more. Bless thou the Lord, 
QO my soul. |Hallelujah!| Praise 
ye the Lord.” 

In the New Testament we find 
it first at the beginning of the 
nineteenth chapter of Revelation: 

“And after these things I heard 
a great voice of much people in 
heaven, saying, ALLELUIA; Sal- 
vation, and glory, and honour, and 
power, umto the Lord our God: 
For true and righteous are his 
judgments: for he hath judged the 
great whore [harlot], which did 
corrupt the earth with her forni- 
cation, and hath avenged the blood 
of jus servants at her hand. And 
agawm they said, ALLELUIA. And 
her smoke rose up for ever and 
ever’—Rev. 19:1-3. 

If you believe in a moral uni- 
verse you must believe in the 
holiness of God and God's judg- 
ment of sin. 

I marvel at the mercy and glory 
in the grace of God.

I have no delight in speaking of 
the sinner’s just deserts.

(Ezek. 33:11).

Duck or Pucker

A few years ago I heard Dr. 
Jack Hyles say, “If you ever come 
to Garland, Texas, and mention 
the Miller Road Baptist Church, 
get ready to either duck or puck- 
er!””

Baptist Church. But when I men- 
tioned the church to a barber cut- 
ting my hair, he lost his friendli- 
ness and suddenly became very 
cool, He obviously didn’t like the 
church—probably because of its 
vigorous soul-winning activity. 

THE SWORD OF THE LORD is a 
little like that church also. When 
you mention THE Sworp you had 
better get ready to duck or pucker 
in many circles. Some people very 
frankly do not like THE Sworp 
and its stand. If you mention it 
in their presence you had better 
get ready to duck. 

Outright modernists like Dr. 
Nels Ferre, Bishop Oxnam and a 
host of others would not like THE 
Sworp because we have publicly 
exposed their heresy and unbelief. 
In some denominational groups 


there are those who do not like 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD because 
we have pointed out the modern- 
ism and worldliness in some of 
their schools.

to Heaven saved by matchless 


grace. 


The sad truth is that there are 
shallow theories of the holiness of 
God abroad. Men need to be re- 
minded that the Almighty is ma- 
jestic, not just a weak mollycoddle. 
There is much more about Hell 
than there is about Heaven in the 
Bible, and most of the warning 
about the severity of God’s judg- 
ment of sin falls from the lips of 
our Lord. Christ Jesus had much 
more to say about Hell than about 
Heaven. 


With the foregoing as _ intro- 
duction, let us give our special at- 
tention to this story of THE RICH 
MAN AND LAZARUS as given to 
us in Luke’s Gospel, chapter 16, 
and commencing with verse 19: 

“There was a certain rich man, 
which was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously 
every day: And there was a cer- 
tain beggar named Lazarus, which 
was laid at his gate, full of sores. 
And desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich 
man’s table: moreover the dogs 
came and licked his sores. And 
it came to pass, that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels 
into Abraham’s bosom: the rich 
man also died, and was buried: 
And in hell he lift up his eyes, be- 
ing in torments,- and seeth Abra- 
ham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom. And he cried and said, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he may 
dip the tip of his finger in water, 
and cool my tongue: for I am tor- 
mented in this flame. But Abra- 
ham said, Son, remember that 
thou in thy lifetime. receivedst thy 
good things, and likewise Lazarus 
evil things: but now he is com- 
forted, and thou art tormented. 
And beside all this, between us and 
you there is a great gulf fixed: 
so that they which would pass 
from hence to you cannot: neither 
can they pass to us, that would 
come from thence. Then he said, 
I pray thee therefore, father, that 
thou wouldest send him to my 
father’s house: For I have five 
brethren; that he may testify unto 
them, lest they also come into this 
place of torment. Abraham saith 
unto him, They have Moses and 
the prophets; let them hear them. 
And he said, Nay, father Abra- 


ham: but if one went unto them 


from the dead, they will repent.| 


And he said unto him, If they 
hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, 
though one rose from the dead’— 
Luke 16:19-31. 


Many people, specially some of 
the present-day cults which have 
an ingenious get-out from Hell, 
contend that this story is merely a 
parable.-If it is, and most Bible 
scholars cannot admit that, then 
it is a parable which teaches a 
very vital and stern truth. In the 
Scripture it is not called a parable. 
The language employed certainly 
seems to indicate actual facts. It 
has all the earmarks of true his- 
tory. Our Lord says, “THERE 
WAS A CERTAIN RICH MAN” 
(vs. 19). In the next verse He 
says, “THERE WAS A CERTAIN 
BEGGAR” (vs. 20). Any inter- 
pretation of this story which seeks 
to set aside its historical truth- 
fulness ignores the text and turns 
the edge of a very essential part 
of God’s Word. To take it as 
a rehearsal of actual events ac- 
cords best with the language em- 
ployed and carries with it an é¢m- 
phasis which would otherwise be 
greatly lessened. But even if it 
could be a parable, the stern 
lesson that it teaches and the 
warning it conveys is unmistak- 
ably clear.

§ neither merit or demerit. It 
isn’t a sin to be rich. Job was 
wealthy, Abraham possessed herds 
of cattle and had many servants. 
David was a man of wealth and 
power. Joseph of. Arimathaea, who 
loaned his new tomb to Jesus for 
three days and nights, was a 
wealthy man. Some in the early 
church had means and were peo- 
ple of prominence. I have known 
some rich people and still count 
them among my finest friends. 
They are humble lovers of the 
Lord and look upon themselves as 
stewards of all God has given. 
Many rich people have not made 
gold their god. 


There are ungodly poor. people 
as well as idle and ungodly rich 


folk. It is true that most rich ‘peo 


ple have allowed the dollar to 
blind them to Deity and make 
them forget destiny. 


Christ continues to describe him 
and says, “Which was clothed in 
purple and fine linen, and fared 
sumptuously every day” (vs. 19). 
But we cannot blame him because 


» | he wore fine clothes if they were 
| fitting for his station in life. The 
| tragedy is that many a man and 


‘many a woman, dressed fit to 


| kill, are dead while they live. They 


that they must 
wear the robe of Christ’s right- 
eousness. But there iS many a 
heart, 
under a good suit of .clothes. I 
would rather see a man neatly 
dressed than slovenly. That ap- 
plies for preachers, too. Some 
preachers dress like hay-seeds and 


_people take them at their own 


valuation. There is no more merit, 
or demerit, in a king’s robe than 
there is in a beggar’s rags. 


The Saviour does not say that 
this rich man was a rogue. He 
was not a drunkard nor a gambler. 
There is no suggestion that pro- 
fanity had any part in him. Doubt- 
less he. was: one of the city’s most 
respected citizens. The great de- 
fect of this man, and the tragedy 
of his life, was not in his. wealth 
nor in what he wore. His sin was 
that HE LAID UP FOR HIM- 
SELF NO TREASURE IN HEAV- 
EN. His “heart "was set on the 
things of the earth and of this life 
and not: on things above. In an- 
other place Christ. warns, “For 
if he 
shall gain the whole world, and 


lose his own soul? Or what shall 


a man give in exchange for his 
soul?” (Mark 8:36, 37). This is 
Christ’s question; not mine, and 
it ‘will pay Degas to ponder it 
well. 


The treasures of earth must all fail, |

Notice carefully that though he 
was wasted with hunger and weak- 
ness and lay helpless at the gate 
of plenty, he utters no violent 
imprecation and! indulges in no 
angry cursing of God or man. He 
showed striking submission and 
manifested magnificent meekness. 
These praise-worthy qualities 
must have come from an inner 
source of spiritual strength. The 
Lord makes mention of his name. 
He calls him LAZARUS. This 
name may mean little to many but 
it means much as it falls from tie 
lips of our Lord. “The Good Shep- 
herd knoweth all his sheep by 
name” (John 10:3, 14).

There were 
no loving hands to smooth his 
pillow in death; in fact, he had 
no pillow to. be smoothed. He got 
no fine funeral procession, no paid 
mourners to’ weep: and wail at 
his passing. No one seemed to 
notice or to care:*Perhaps his 
body was hastily laid ‘in some 
Shallow trench for a.grave and he 
was soon forgotten, 


“Rattle his bones over the: stones, 
He is only. a. poor man whom nobody 
knows.” 


2. “The Rich Man. Also Died, 
and Was Buried’ (vs. 22). 

His wealth, his-name, his fame, 
his influential friends—none of 
these could help him. He didn’t 
have enough money in the bank 
to buy off man’s dread foe. Death 
cannot be bribed. There is disease 
and death, tears and trouble, in 
the homes of the wealthy as well 
as in the hovels of the helpless.

To those of us who 
trust’ the Lord, it is very com- 
forting to know that almost all 
that we are told of the Great Be- 
yond falls from His lips. Believing, 
as we do, that He came out of the 
ivory palaces into this world of 
woe, out of eternity into time, 
when he speaks.of the other world, 
we. all must listen.. He alone can 
speak. with authority. about desti- 
ny, Here is one outstanding in- 
stance when He, the Christ of 
eternity, reached out and with His 
holy hand, drew aside the veil 
and let us look beyond. He gives 
us a glimpse.of Heaven, and also 
of Hell. “Lazarus died AND was 
carried. by the. angels.into Abra- 
ham’s bosom | the. place of depart- 
ed spirits|” (vs. 22).

When we speak of eternal judg- 
ment, we desire to help and not 
to hurt. We would awaken every 
Christ-rejecting. sinner to a 
sense of need and danger. We 
would not have you slip into a 
lost eternity. and say, “No one 
ever. warned me,” This. message 
is for the physically living who are 
spiritually lost. 

Christ says this lost man who 
had died WAS CONSCIOUS. He 
didn’t have soul-sleep. He had the 
agonizing sense of MEMORY. In 
a Single. stern sentence, “SON, 
REMEMBER,” we. have some 
suggestion of the seriousness of 
Hell.. He cries out that his breth- 
ren might be warned to stay away 
from the place where he was. He 
wanted to be a preacher and a 
soul winner when it was TOO 
LATE, 


This man cries out to Abraham. 
This-is the only instance: of pray- 
ers. to the saints and it went un- 
answered. It was a. fruitless cry. 
If you are going to pray; YOU 
HAD BETTER PRAY NOW. 

He longed that his five. brothers 
might be. warned. He. wanted them 
to be spared from the awful, 
frightening predicament he was in. 
Abraham answered, “They have 
Moses and the prophets; let them 
hear them” (vs. 29).

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


What a lesson for the unsaved! 
You have heard the Word of God. 
You have listened to the Gospel. 
You have heard faithful preachers 
speak of Heaven and of Hell. If 
you will not listen to them, you 
would not believe if God should 
send a preacher from the other 
world. 


You would agrue that it was 
a hoax and a fake. Christ solemnly 
warns that if you won't aecept the 
Gospel, you will have no other 
revelation. Take it’ or leave it. 
There is no other choice, no other 
alternative. God will not send 
messages from the spirit world to 
get you te Heaven, This rich man 
was in Hadés and in torments: 


Then Abraham said, ‘Beside al! 
this .. . THERE IS A’ GREAT 
GULF FIXED; so that they which 
would pass from hence to you 
CANNOT; neither: can they pass 
to us’ (vs. 26). Between the saved 
and lost there is no exchange. 
There is a bridgeléss and impass- 
able’ gulf that makes eternity 
fixed, There is no such place as 
purgatory. My friend, do not rest 
your eternal future on the false 
teaching of Roman Catholicism, 
Russellism, or Universalism. 


The same word that is used 
here in relation to the sad condi- 
tion of the lost is the same word 
that is used in reference to God and 
Heaven. It is not just age-long; 
it igs everlasting. It will not cease 
as long as God and Heaven endure. 

Trees fall in the direction they 
lean, and there they remain. Do 
not forget that Christ tells this 
story and says the GULF IS 
GREAT, and. IT IS FIXED. There 
is no second chance beyond the 


grave. It is our lovely Lord who 
gives the verdict and you would be 
wise to listen to the Master rather 
than to men. 

There is a startling statement 
which comes close to the very end 
of the Bible. It confirms the 
solemn warning of this story in 
Luke’s Gospel. There is fearful 
finality. about it. It is found in 
Revelation 22:11: 


“He that is unjust, let him be. 
unjust still: and he which is filthy, 
let him ve filthy still: and he that 
is righteous, let him be righteous 
still: and he that is holy, let him 
be holy still.” 


The gulf is fixed. There is no 


return. Hell’s door swings IN, not 
OUT. Conclusive finality is . the 
Divine emphasis when he speaks 
of the condition of the Christless. 

Dante was right when in his 
poem he inseribed over the door 
of Hell, “All ye who enter: here, 
leave hope behind.” 

Let me refer again to the Mas- 
ter’s question, “What shall it profit 
a man, if he gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul?” (Mark 

-36). It is Christ’s. question, not 
mine. I beg of you to think of it 
seriously. Your call may come 
tonight. Where will you spend 
eternity?

porting; sixteen have become de- 
pendents; and sixteen are dead. 


At 55 years of age, one is very 
wealthy; three are in good circum- 
stances; forty-six are self-support- 
ing; thirty are dependents; and 
twenty are dead. 

At 65 years of age, one is very 
wealthy; three are wealthy; six 
are self-supporting; fifty-four are 
in the poor house, or dependent; 
and thirty-six are dead. 

At 67 years of age, one is weal- 
thy; two fairly well-to-do; two are 
self-supporting; forty are in the 
poor house, or dependent; fifty-five 
are dead. 

At 75 years of age, ninety-eight 
haven't saved enough for funeral 
expenses. 

That’s why many are living in 
wretched poverty. They did not do 
the thinking they should have done 
yesterday. It is better to have a 
few thousand in the bank than 
millions in your mind. 

That’s why people are going to 
the devil in multitudes, because 
they will not stop to consider the 
warnings of God, and look into 
the means to provide for their 
escape. 

That’s why we have railroad 
wrecks, shipwrecks, auto wrecks. 
Somebody was careless, and didn’t 
think. 

I could build 335 houses, costing

Some tourists failed to extinguish 
a camp fire near Hinkley, Min- 
nesota.

book what the author intended, 
you must learn why it was writ- 
ten. 

The Bible was written “that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ.” 

A carpenter had to leave his 
shop one day, and he told his ap- 
prentice to grind his tools during 
his absence. On his return he ask- 
ed the young man how he had 
made out, and the latter replied: 
“Well, sir, for the life of me, I 
couldn’t get all the nicks out of 
your Saw.” 


There are people who never use 
any more sense than that verdant 
young man. 


If I know what the book was 
written for, I know what to expect 
from it. 


The greatest good is had from 
anything by using it to accomplish 
that for which it was intended. A 
loaf of bread and a brick may 
look a good deal alike, but should 
you attempt to make then change 
places, you’d have a rough time. 
Naturally, you put the bread in 
your stomach and the brick in the 
wall, That’s what they were made 
for. 


The purpose of a railroad guide 
is to give the arrival and depar- 
ture of trains, and to tell you 
where you must change cars. The 
man who has been over the road 
and has used the train knows 
more than the one who has never 
taken the trip. 


The man who has made the 
journey of life by following the 
information given in the Bible is 
worthy of being heard; and his in- 
structions should be heeded. 


The Bible was not written to 
give us history or science, any 
more than a crowbar was made to 
take the place of a tookpick. It 
was written that dead men might 
live, and it is true to its purpose 
every day. 

Life is the supreme reality in 
this world or any other. When 
people are alive they know it, and 
when they are dead others know 
it. 

Man is dead to a thing when it 
is nothing to him. He is dead to 
God when he is living for the 
Devil. If God is not in his life, 
he’s as dead to God as an Egyp- 
tian mummy is to the dinner bell 
in the dining car. When the dead 
on the battlefield are gathered, 
some are mangled beyond recog- 
nition, some have no marks of 
violence on them, but they are all 
dead. 

Many are alive physically but 
dead spiritually. They are lost be- 
cause they are out of Christ. It 
is as necessary to believe and ac- 
cept Christ in order to have spirit- 


ual life as to have eyes to see, or]

The Song of Moses—a Song 
of Redemption 


This song is found in Exodus: 15. 
It is the first recorded instance in 
the Bible of a personal song to the 
Lord. 

The theme of the song was the 
deliverance from Egypt, the cross- 
ing of the Red Sea, ‘and the de- 
struction of Pharaoh's host. The 
leader of the song was’ Moses. The 
choir was a male chorus of 600,- 
000 voices. And while the men of 
Israel sang, the women, undér 
Miriam, answered with the refrain 
and said, “Sing ye to the Lord, 
for he hath triumphed gloriously; 
the horse and his rider hath he 
thrown into the sea.” 


Mark WHEN they sang. It was 
after they had been brought out 
of Egypt, and when God put the 
separating waters of the Red Sea 
between them and the pursuing 
enemy—then they sang. They did 
not sing in Egypt; they groaned. 
They did not sing until they had 
been redeemed. 

There is no song in the book 
of ‘Genesis. That is the book of 
human beginnings and there is no 
song there. Man begins in Eden 
in.a perfect environment, and ends 
in a coffin in Egypt. That is how 
Genesis closes—“he was put in a 
coffin in Egypt.” That is the best 
man can do after.a perfect be- 
ginning. In Exodus we have the 
book of redemption. Israel’s de- 
liverance from Egypt and slavery 
is God’s illustration of salvation. 
When Israel was redeemed, they 
sang. ; 

Mark also HOW they sang. It 
was the fullest assurance of an 
accomplished redemption. There 
was no doubt in their hearts as 
they sang. “Sing ye to the Lord, 
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for he hath triumphed gloriously; 
the horse and his rider he hath 
thrown into the sea.” You see 
there was no uncertainty about 
this great deliverance. If you read 
the song, you will see they believ- 
ed they were delivered from Egypt 
forever. 


My friend, have you this song 
of redemption in your heart? Have 
you been separated from your sin- 
ful past by the red sea of Jesus’ 
blood? Have you seen your sins 
buried, like those Egyptians, never 
to rise and pursue you any more? 
I tell you, if a man believes that, 
he wants to sing. He sees that his 
salvation is not a wistful hope, but 
an accomplished fact. It is a grand 
thing to be saved. It is a grander 
thing to be saved and know it. 
Israel sang the song of redemption 
with fullest assurance. You could 
learn that song this very day by 
turning to Christ for salvation. 


The next song to consider is 


The Unsung Song of the 
Captive. 

“By the rivers of Babylon, there 
we sat down, yea, we wept, when 
we remembered Zion. We hanged 
our harps wpon the willows in the 
midst thereof. For there they that 
carried us away captive required 
of us a song; and they that wasted 
us required of us mirth, saying, 
Sing us one of the songs of Zion. 
How shall we sing the Lord’s song 
in a strange land?”—Ps. 137:1-4. 


What a sorrowful lament! Who 
cannot sense in those plaintive 
words the loneliness and woe of 
a broken heart? Israel was now 
a captive nation languishing in 
Babylon. They had forgotten God 
and had been cast out of the 
promised land. They were out of 
the place of obedience, out of the 
place of blessing, and therefore out 
of the place of joy. Instead of a 
singing people, they were a silent 
people, a people without a song. 

Babylon means confusion, and 
Israel in Babylon is God’s picture 
of a Christian living in the world, 
a backslider out of fellowship with 
God. “How shall we sing. the 
Lord’s song in a strange land?” 
Answer: Wwe cannot sing when we 
are out of the place of obedience. 
Every backsliding Christian knows 
the sorrow and the sob of the un- 
sung song of the captive. 

It was so with David after his 
great sin. He prayed, “Restore 


= |}unto me the joy of thy salvation.” 
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He had not lost his salvation. That 


‘|was an accomplished fact. But he 


had lost the joy of it. He had lest 
his song. 

Christian, have you lost your 
‘song? It is only in the path of 
obedience that we are able to sing. 
A backsliding Christian is never 


a singing Christian. A_ prodigal 
‘son is always a sorrowing son. 
‘When we wander from God, we 
lose our téstimony for God. In- 
stead of joy, it is mourning: in- 
stead of peace, it is unrest: in- 


stead of song, it is a sorrowful 
silence. We cannot sing the Lord’s 
song in a strange land. 

In all my more than thirty years 
of preaching I have never felt like 
whipping a backslidden Christian 
in any sermon I have preached. I 
believe from my own bitter ex- 
perience of backsliding as a young 
Christian that down in the heart 
of a Christian who has failed God, 
there is sorrow and pain enough. 

In one of my pastorates I led 
a young salesman to Christ. He 
‘was baptized, joined the church, 


and for a while he did run well. 
Then something happened. One 
day he slipped and fell. I saw the 
smile disappear from his face. He 
came with his widowed mother to 
church but did. not stay for com- 
munion. He waited outside to walk 
his mother home. When I asked 
him one Sunday why he did not 
wait, he said plaintively, “I feel 
I'm not good enough to sit at 
God's table, with God’s people, and 
since I was saved I cannot enjoy 
the pleasures of the world.” Yes, 
the backslider is a lonely person. 
He is a companion of sorrow and 
regret because out of touch with 
God. 


Now what is God’s message to 
the Christian who has lost his 
song? It is a message of tender- 
ness, entreaty, and love. God says: 
“© Israel, return unto the Lord 
thy God; for thou hast fallen by 
thine iniquity. Take with you 
words, and turn to the Lord: say 
unto him, Take away all iniquity, 
and receive us graciously: ... I 
will heal their backsliding, I will 
love them freely: for mine anger 
is turned away from him” (Hosea 
14:1, 3, 4). 


My friend, love begets love, and 
I have seen scores ‘and scores of 
defeated, backslidden Christians 
moved to tears and repentance as 
they have read these words. What 
melting tenderness, what winsome 
wooing from the Divine lover of 
souls! What yearning it reveals in 
the heart of God for the return of 
the wanderer! 


Is there a discouraged, defeated, 
backslidden Christian reading this 
message? In the name of your 
loving, forgiving, Heavenly Father 
I urge you to return from the far 
country. You will receive from 
Him no rebuke, no scolding. He 
promises to heal the wounds back- 
sliding makes: He vows to love 
you freely, as freely as those of 
His children who have never gone 
astray.

The theme of 
this song is redemption from sin 
through the blood of Christ, and 
that is not new. What, then, is new 
in the song? 

For one thing, it is sung by a 
new society of glorified human be- 
ings. 

The singers of the new song are 
the children of God living in a new 
state of blessedness. In this age 
Christ is despised and rejected and 
we share His rejection with Him. 
Yonder Christ is crowned with 
glory and honor and we will share 
the glory with Him. We are now 
“the sons of God, and it doth not 
yet appear what we shall be” (1 
John 3:2). We here dwell in bodies 
of humiliation, subject to disease, 
decay, and death. One day soon
